From Mason Price's Expentrion.—Seven 
Invians KitLep.—We are indebted to Char- 
ley Spencer, the attentive and indefatigable 
mail rider between Beale’s Springs and this 
place, for memoranda of the movements of 
two detachments of Major Price’s expedition. 
Lieutenant Wells, with his command, com- 
posed of 50 men of Company L, 8th cavalry, 
arrived at Beale’s Springs on the 6th inst., 
after a scout of 12 days through the Wallapai 
mountains. On their route they came upon 
several rancherias which appeared to have 
been abandoned for some days, and others 
from which the Indians had just fled. They 
had the good fortune to encounter a party of 
hostile Wallopais, and brought away seven 
scalps as tokens of their prowess, not a man 
or animal of the cavalry being hurt. Lieu- 
tenant Wells is very much in earnest, and if 
there are any laurels growing in the Wallapai 
range, it will be “curst Fortune's spite” if 
he fails to gather them, He remained in 
camp only long enough to get rations and for- 
age, aid started aguin upon the war-path. He 
says that if he gots upon the trail of the red- 
skins he is bound to “raise their hair,” and 
that if he should come up with them when he 
is out of rations, he will subsist his men upon 
mule meat rather than miss an opportunity of 
converting hostile savages into “good In- 
dians.” We trust the Licutenant will be em- 
inently successful in his missionary work. 
His orders to his menare: “ Be careful of your 
rations and forage, and whenever you sce an 
Indian, go for his scalp.” 

Major Clendenin is out on another scout. 
He hag just been over the ground between 
Cottonwood and Beale’s Springs, but saw no 
Indians. His men and animals suffered very 
mùth for want of water. 

Lieutenant Hartson, 14th Infantry, in com- 
mand of detachments of Company L, 8th Cav- 
airy, and Company E, Ist Cavalry, returned 
after a two days’ scout. Te saw Indians in 
the mountains, but was unable to get within 
gunshot of them.

Our only hope, now is vest- 
ed in the fact that while that State has made 
Constitutional, provision for the acceptance 
of Territory on the East and West, she made 
none forthe South of her limits, Therefore 
in the language, of Gov.

Asking that the Quartermasters at the Several 
Military Posts inthis Territory, be Author- 
teed to Purchase Certain Supplics in Open 
Market. 

To the Honorable, The Secretary of War of 
the United States : 

Sir—Your, memorialists the Legislative 
Assembly, of the Territory of Arizona re- 
spectfally represent. That the Supplies of 
Grain, used for Forage, in the Quartermasters 
Department, and of flour & beans in the 
Comisary Department in this Territory, are 
at present, and have been, mostly furnished 
from the State of Sonora in Mexico and the 
State of California, 

The result of the contract system which 
has hitherto controlled their purchase in the 
Quartermasters Department in this Territory. 
This system, was until within the past two 
years necessary, fer the reason, that the sur- 
plus products of the Territory were insuffi- 
cient, to supply the wants of tho govern- 
ment, 

Encouraged by a prospective demand for 
their products, the people of the Territory 
have greatly increased its agricultural prod- 
ucts, until now there is an abundant supply 
both for the people and the government. ‘Ike 
only market, these producers have for their 
surplus products, until the mines in the Ter- 
ritory, can be safely worked, is that furnished 
by the go “rnment and it would seem to be 
the duty of the government, to encourage à 
people who are struggling to reclaim this 
portion of its public domain from the pos- 
session of hostile Indians by extending to 
them all the aid possible for ats develope- 
ment, especially when such aid can be fur- 
nished without cost to the government. 

Your memorialists, would respectfully ask 
that the Quartermasters at the several Mili- 
itary posts within this Territory, be author- 
ized to purchase lay, & grain for forage, 
as well as flour and beans, in open market at 
a price fixed, fully believing that cach of 
these articles would bo procured cheaper 
than now, and the growers would save the 
profits now paid to contractors, a large drain 
of coin would bo suved, which now goes to 
Mexico for which we gain no, reciprocal ad- 
vantage. Industry would be stimulated in- 
ducements to immigrants to settle the coun- 
try, afforded thus making the Territory more 
able to protect itself. Your memorialiats 
belicve that no measure which could be 
adopted, would tend more to the real benefit 
of the interests of the ‘Territory than this, 
and that at no cost to the government.

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INDIAN FIGHTING. 

There is perhaps little glory to be 
fighting a horde of half-naked, ill-armed, 
skulking savages, who cannot be reached 
without much toil and difficulty, and will- 
not stand up to give and take in fair conflict 
upon-dn-open-field ; yet there is always credit 
to be gained by the faithful and zealous per- 
formance.of-duty, as there is reputation to 
be lost by its neglect. The Miner has ever 
been friendly to the military in this Territory, 
ndhas never withheld praise from them 
when it was due. Indeed it has been accused 
(unjustly, doubtless) of too much partiality 
for the officers in command in this Territory, 
and of commending them for extraordinary 
zeal anc -activity when they had done no 
more, if they had done no less, than their 
duty. The M:znur is still friendly to the 
military. We expect to have frequent ocea- 
sion to commend both officers and soldiers 
for gallantry and skill in action against “our 
common foe” (formula); but we trust we 
will not be expected to bestow praise before 
it is earned, or to withhold censure where it 
is clearly deserved; because such an expéc- 
tation, if eutertained, would certainly be dis- 
appointed. All which circumlocution is pre- 
liminary to the remark, that if there is an 
officer at present in this Territory co whom 
the following paragraph, extracted from the 
Camp Wallen correspondent of the Sacra- 
mento Union, would wholly end truthfully 
apply, we should be glad to have him desig- 
pated, that we might twine for lhm (meta- 
phorically speaking) the freshest Binrels that 
grow upon cur mountains. It res to the

“The career of Ewell in his Indian cam- 
paigning was one of uninterrupted success. 
Here were his headquarters, which he rarely 
left in vain. His name is held in especial 
reverence by the older settlers who knew him 
and his doings, and before whom, in their 
opinion, all others must pale. And yet the 
s:cret of his success was simple. Demos- 
thenes’ famous reply to the question, ‘ What 
were the requisites for successful oratory ? 
gives it to a nicety—‘Action, action, action! 
This, or its synonym, energy, was the key 
note of Ewell’ssuccess. Ewell had naturally 
a feeble constitution, and was small in person, 
but an jron will ruled his body and allowed. 
no obstacles to remain in his path. Often: 
times he has been known, when in pursuit of 
Indians, to subsist his party on the fiesh of 
his pack mules, rations having been lost or 
consumed. Long and wearisome marches on 
foot, climbing over the most rugged moun- 
tains and impassable paths, the severest labor 
and greatest privations —al! these not fora mo- 
ment regarded when getting Indians was his 
object. It would be well if a little more of 
such ‘action’ could be infused into the com- 
paratively lifeless system of Indian fighting 
now in vogue.”

To the Editor of the Tribune: Siv—I have 
been quoter as authority for the number and 
hostility of Apache warriors in the Territory 
lof Arizona, and the inefficiency of regular 
itroops for offence and defence in dealing 
Í with them. T can fully indorse all that has 
' been said of their present number, their in- 
creasing hostility, their boldness in their 
attacks, the small check that they receive 
from the regular troops, and the disastrous 
effects these forays are haying, by preventing 
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the opening of her rich mines. There are 

probably not over 600 Apache warriors in all 
Arizona, at the farthest 1,000; and the réegu- 

lar troops do not give protection, nor bring 
the Indians to terms of peace, and yet millions 
haye been and are being expended by Gov- 
ernment. Nor do I doubt but 15000 volun- 
teers, mounted, such as could be had in Cal- 
ifornia and Arizona, used to the Indian char- 
acter and mountains of Arizona, would con- 
quer a peace in less than twelve months after 
they took the saddle. 

On the 24th of June a friend writes me 
from Tucson that seventeen men were killed 
in my county, (Pima,) and herds driven off; 
and in this county there are regular soldiers 
stationed. The Indians have come down in 
the daytime and taken animals from tlie 
Government corrals in sight of soldiers. 
Whiskey, cards, fandangos, and prostitutes 
have been occupying the military in Arizona 
since the first organization of the Territory. 
Although there may be a few exceptions— 
yet they are so few as to evidence the perfect 
demoralization of the whole force; while the 
Indians, emboldened by this state of things, 
become more and more Vigorous in their oe 
tion, and seem likely to depopulate and de- 
spoil the whole country, as they did under 
the Mexican Government. 

Arizona seems a kind of “Rogues’ Para- 
dise” for a class of Government contractors, 
‘and quiet, pleasure- seeking officers; .and;to 
give the appearance of action, occasionally 
we read accounts of successes obtained by the, 
troops, first appearing in the Arizona MINER, 
published at Prescott. I do not hesitate, 
over my own signature, to declare them false. 
In Pima county, where seventeen men were- 
murdered ina few weeks, only one Indian 
was killed, and he by a Mexican. The In- 
dians were pursted only a short distance, 
and the pursuit was then given up by tlic 
troops, who followed them to the Gila river, 
and, fearing the water, turned back. 

The Indians on the plains east of the Rocky 
Mountains are quite numerous, and a large 
force may be required to conquer them. But 
it is different in-Arizona. The Apaches arë 
isolated from other tribes, hava no grievances 

to complain of, *are simply murderers and 
robbers living from pillage, and when oncé 
conquered are forever subdued. .

While there may be some unworthy 
exceptions, the many officers generally in this 
Territory are honorable and high-minded 
gentlemen, and as free, if not frecr, from ad- 
diction to “whiskey, cards, fandangos and 
prostitutes” as their wholesale libeller. Many 
of them are married, and their lovely, ac- 
complished and excellent wives share with 
them the perils and privations of camp life 
in a hostile country. To implicate such men 
in the misconduct uf afew thoughtless young 
officers, whose demoralization (if it is true 
that they are so depraved as Mr. Duffield 
represents) is owing to their unfortunate 
proximity to Mexican towns and Indian vil- 
lages, is cowardly and villainous.

INDIANS AT THE TOoLL-GATE.— The copper- | 
skins are becoming unpleasantly familiar in| 
the vicinity of the Toll-gate on the Hardy- | 
ville road. A few days since Mr. Boblett, | 
while out on the céenega about four miles from 
his house, saw three Indians, armed with guns, 
who appeared to be hunting antelope or other 
game. As they were equally well armed with , 
him, and three to one, he concluded to let | 
them hunt ; but, finding a cloth containing a 
quantity of salt, which they had hung up in a 
juniper bush, he captured it and brought it 
home. A day or two later a shot was heard 
near the Toli-gate, which is believed to have 
been fired by an Indian.

INDIAN ATROCITIES, 


MURDER or J. W. Jenxtns.—On Monday 
afternoon last, the 14th inst., Mr. J. W. Jen- 
kins was killed by Indians, at the ranch of 
Jenkins & Fine, Williamson Valley, under the 
following circumstances: Mr. Fine was en- 
gaged in shucking corn a short distance from 
the house, when he discovered a party of In- 
dians prowling about the corral, and called to 
his partner, who was in the house, that the 
Indians were behind the corral. Jenkins took 
a double-barreled shot-gun, loaded with buck- 
shot, and a double barreled rifle, and went in 
pursuit of the copper-colored rascals, who re- 
treated behind a knoll about two hundred 
yards distant. Jenkins started to go over the 
knoll, and had nearly reached its summit, 
when he came upon five of the Indians in am- 
bush behind a clump of greasewood, but a few 
paces from him. He immediately discharged 
both barrels of his shot-gun at them, almost 
simultaneously receiving three arrows in his 
neck. He then fired one barrel of his rifle at 
the foe, the recoil throwing the barrel from 
the stock. At this juncture Fine came up, 
and finding Jenkins severely wounded and 
fainting from loss of blood, took him in his 
arms and attempted to assist him to the house, 
but after going a short distance was obliged 
to lay him down. The wounded man said, 
“J am dying, Jim,” and expired in a few min- 
utes. Fine then hastened to the ranch of 
Chase & Ferguson, about four miles distant, 
for assistance. When he returned with his 
party it was fonnd that the Indians had de- 
camped without disturbing the corpse, and, 
‘upon examination of the ground where the 
Indians had lain in ambush, large pools of 
blood were found, and the tracks of ponies

Mar Carner Murperep.—On Monday, 
the 7th inst., Mr. Thomas Mulligan, mail car- 
rier between this place and Tucson, was at- 
tacked and murdered by Indians, a few miles 
beyond Fort McPherson. When shot he was 
a little in advance of his escort, who turned 
their horses and galloped back to the Fort 
for assistance. When a party from the Fort 
reached the scene of the murder, the Indians 
had decamped with the animals and the mail- 
bag, having cut the latter open and emptied 
its contents upon the ground. Mr. Mulligan 
was a native of Ireland, one of the early pio- 


neers of Arizona, and a man possessed of many 
sterling qualities.

There are several rich quartz ledges 

near Walnut Grove, and we believe some of 

them will be worked this winter, provided 

the Indians cease their villainous operations, 

but of that we have little faith. We stayed: 
two nights at the Grove, hved on chicken | 
and other luxuries furnished by Messrs. Cul- 
lumber and Stephenson, and on Wednesday 
morning w2 were again in the sad tle and 
started upon the new trail which runs some 
six or seven miles south of Antelope Hill. 
We have travelled over the Weaver trail to 
Wickenburg, which every body who has 
ever gone that way, knows to be one of the 
roughest and worst trails in Arizona. We 
found the new trail much shorter and better 
in every respect than the old one. We ar- 
rived at Wickenburg at about four o’clock in 
the evening, tired and hungry, but after oat- 
ing a good square meal and washing it down 
with som» of Peeples’ excellent lager beer, | 
we felt able to lick a reasonable number of | 
Apaches. We found the Pina delegation i 
at Wickenburg, resting themselves before | 
starting on the desert that lay betwen them 
and their homes. Major Stickney and Col. 
Lewis were sick, but the remainder of the 
delegation, including the member from “ Pi- 
ma-Yuma,”’ Mr. McKey, were enjoying good 
health, although they appeared to take their 
regular “ medicine.” 

The ‘town of Wickenburg bas improved 
somewhat upon its ancient appearance. The 
stores and saloons, of which there are about 
ten, are built of adobes, flat-roofed and nicely 
plastered and whitewashed inside. -We found 
a great many old acquaintences in Wicken- 
burg, all of whom are doing well, in a money- 
making point of view. <A. Barnett, C. T. 
Rogers, Fred Henry, A. H. Peeples, — Jones, 
S. J. Hensley, and others, who formerly re- 
sided in Prescott are engaged in business in 
Wickenburg. <A great many people were 
down sick with the ague, in the town and 
upon the ranches below on the river, and it 
was the general belief that a large pond of 
water standing in Mr. Henry Wickenburg's 
field was the cause of the sickness. Mr. W. 
tried last year to drain this pond, but was 
only partially successful. This year,-as soon 
as his crop is gathered, he intends to drain 
it thoroughly. It will cost money to do it, 
but Henry is not the man to stop for expense 
when the thing to be accomplished will ben- 
efit himself and townsmen. We took a ride 
down the river as far as the ranches of our 
friends Geo. H. Wilson, F. A. Brill and Wm, 
Smith, passing, on our way, the ranches of 
Messrs. Wickenburg snd Suiliing. Messrs. 
Suilling, Wickenburg and Brill. kave, this 
year, raised excellent crops of corn, sugar- 
cane and vegetables. Mr. Brill will have 
several tons of beans. Mr. Wilson, last win- 
ter, met witha great loss by the washing 
away of the largest and best portion of his 
ranch, buthe is an owner in the Vulture 
mine, consequently he can stand a great 
many more such losses, as his “ feet” svill cer- 
‘tainly make him rich one of these days. The
